OF OP MONEY 


Over $12,000 Spent For 
Clothes For Member? of Staff 
Accompanying Him 

Tips Run Into Thousands; 
Much For Special Trains 
And Entertainment 

London, April 4.—Now that the 
Frlnce of Wales ha* aet out for his 
Bine months’ tour of South Africa 
and South America on H. M. 8. Re¬ 
pulse that his battle cruiser is al¬ 
most packed to capacity. _ 

Normally the Repulse, which '• 
one of the specially fast battle cruis¬ 
ers built during'the war. carries a 
full complement of 1.244 men, to nay 
nothing of guns, machinery sad the , 
intricate congestion of pipes and 
tubes of every kind that fill a modern 4 
battleship, but for this special mis- , 
. sloh she has had to provide quarters 
for ninety additional people and And 
room to stow stores for nine months 
and enormous quantities of baggage. , 

The Prince bed to go on this trip 
prepared for*every sort of function, 
from formal banquets to big game 
shooting, and all kinds of weather 
from the tropical heqt of Nigeria to 
the hitter cold of the African veldt In 
winter. Perhaps it 14 not surprising 
therefore to leant that the luggage 
ef thia royal traveler and hia auitu 
amounts to some two hundred suit¬ 
cases and trunks, with another two 
hundred cheats and cases. The build¬ 
ers of the Repulse did not install a 
laundry, w that enough ’’boiled 
shirts” will be taken to last the 
month of the voyage to Capetown. 

As may be imagined, the Prince’s 
Wardrobe is so extensive that it con¬ 
tains clothes At for wear in almost 
any country and for any occasion, so 
l***t he has not had to buy many 
things for his own use this trip. But 
tins uoes not apply to the forty-odd 
m embers of hia household, servants 
and others, he is taking with him.

British Prefer, 
Baldness to Life 
Without Tobacco 

Loudon. April 4.—Assertion by H. 
J. Harper-Roberts, a Manchester 
scientist, that smoking is one of the 
causes of baldness, which! he said, 
was greatly oh ths increase, has 
caused much comment throughout 
Kngiand. if the spread of baldness 
was not checked, said Mr. Harper- 
Roberts before members of the Lon¬ 
don College of Physiology, the result 
would be a race of hairless people 
throughout the civilised world. 

Baldness, the speaker averred, waa 
more pronounced In cities than 
among the peasantry. There wera 
three classes of baldness, namely, 
congenital, senile and premature. In 
ten percent of the premature cases 
cures could be effected at a definite 
age by proper treatment. In cases 
of feverish illness or poisoning of 
the system, the blood pressure and 
lew condition of the patient brought 
about baldness. Kmoklng. said the 
speaker, which Introduced poison 
into the blood, was also unquestion¬ 
ably a cause of it. 

Commenting upon the foregoing, 
the Telegraph says*. "Europe has on¬ 
ly known tobacco for some 404 years. 
T h e m were* bald -men before that, 
f.’eaaar. for instance, and Aeschylus. 
One heavy smoker, like Tennyson, 
goes bald; another, like Carlyle, keens 
mnm: ft It eA 
proven that tobacco causes baldness, 
we doubt whether 100 smokers In 
England would give up the weed/*

REJECTED BY 
BRITISH LABOR 


Problem of Co-operation With 
Capital to Provide Work 
Shown in Colliery Incident 

Production Costs at Home 
Declared Too High as 
Foreigners Cut Into Trade 

lAondon._ April 4.—A cartoon ap¬ 
peared In a labor paper here the 
other day. depicting a British cap¬ 
italist. silk hatted and frock coated, 
standing with his foot on The nraic 
of a ragged workingman and saying: 
"Let's declare a truce on the status 
quo.” Tha refereuce wja* to the re¬ 
cent appeal made by Premier Bald¬ 
win for an industrial "truce of Ood.” 

That IhW HFP- 

seated th# reaction of many other 
British laaborltes cannot be doubtea. 
The more moderate Labor leaders, 
such as J. R. Clynes and J. If. Thom¬ 
as. have applauded the Premier, add¬ 
in. that they take It for granted, in 
the words of Thomas, that "Baldwin 
is not so mad as to propose a truce 
in the sense of the workers receiving 
qo,more than they get to-day” 

Many other Isibor leaders, how¬ 
ever, see only the Conservative party 
seeking a stereotyped status quo 
und the krapiftg down of wages. This 
group includes A. J. Cook, secretary 
of the powerful Miners’ Federation, 
who declares: "There Is no use of 
the Premier pretending that peace 
Is possible in the present circum¬ 
stances"; and John Wheatley. M.P.. 
who says: "It is foolish to expect 
anything substantial In the nature of 
brotherhood with society under pre¬ 
sent conditions.” 

Thus while several employers' or¬ 
ganisations have algniAed their will¬ 
ingness to accept Baldwin’s appeal 
for co-operation. Labor seems In¬ 
creasingly auspicious and unwilling. 

It happens that there is now going 
on, in a minor scale, an Incident 
which pretty accurately reflects tho 
whole problem with which the nation 
la faced. 

CO-OPERATION IS REJECTEE). . 

The Vauxhal! colliery In Wrexham 
recently has been loosing money to 
such an extent that the owners de¬ 
cided to close down. At the request 
of the miners, however, they ag reed 
to continue operation another three 
months, during which they should 1>»- 
indemnified against loss, and during 
which the miners should agree to ac¬ 
cept. if necccsaary. slightly lower 

The experiment was widely titled 
throughout the country as a good 
exanfple of co-operation. But tho 
Miners' Federation Vigorously op¬ 
posed It. on the ground that the 
Vauxhal! minera were breaking 
trade union rules by their conces¬ 
sions. and a movement U now under 
way to bring about an expulsion 
from the union of those men wh.. 

| propose to co-operate with employ - 
era. 

Another Incident of similar char¬ 
acter is the refusal ©f the building 
trades unions, und also of their 
member*, to erect mass-produced 
t’.eel houses, which are now beln^r 
boomed here as one solution of the 
housing shortage. The mining situa¬ 
tion is more typical, however, lie- 
muse the problem confronting manv 
manufacturers of this country Is 
that their production costs arc too 
high, so they are not only unable to 
share In the export trade, but are 
even being undercut In some mar¬ 
kets by continental competitors. 

STATE RELIEF ASSURED 

Obviously. If their prices are to I 
come down, either wages or the coat 
of materials or profits must be re¬ 
duced. Both labor and capital agree 
that nothing can be done at present 
In the way of reducing material 
costs. Luborltcs say there is room 
for a great cut In profits before 
wages are touched, while the capit¬ 
alists. naturally, say exactly the r# 
verse. In one sense labor has the 
advantage in this struggle. 

That ia the existence of ths doles 
system, or state employment pay. 
When a man l|#©* his Job he can 
count on reoeivffiiR In nallonul and 
local relief enough to live on. Of 
course the dole system Is being 
! based on actuarial computations 
and might break down if undue 
strain were placed upon It. But it 
would have to be replaced by some 
thing similar, for not even Great 
Britain would be safe from revolu¬ 
tion If 1.000.000 workingmen had to 
go hungry. 

Nobody sxpecis matters to go that 
far, but at present both sides are 
determined, and apparently neither 
Mile Is willing to yield for a consid¬ 
erable period of time.

W ITH the iound of the lumberman's asc cchomg through the 
forests, the road-budderi cutting their w»jr from Hardy Boy 
to Cool Harbor, canneries going full bloat ond volt mining 
properties os yet only m the infamy of their dew Inparol, the 
northern territory of Vancouver Island ts rapidly tolling its place before 
the eye of investors on both sides of the nteinalional boundary tar. ond 
settlers ore beginning to move into a load of proaiae. It is for the old- 
tuners of the country to tell of its merits, and they speak a no ungrtem 
Wrms of the possdnhties of the land that they have panrrrrd. 

Among die oMest inhabitants of * ' - 


the Northern Iaiond is'A. M. 
Lyon, postmaster a Hardy Boy. 
who has, been in the district for 
twenty-one years. For years he has 
handled the Government telegraph 
station at Hardy Bay. and. in fact, 
has been in charge of it ever since 
its inception. His experiences as 
fire warden m that district, which 
position he held for seven years, 
and which often took him far afield 
fighting raging blazes that thieat- 
ctved the immense tracts of timber 
in tlie vicinity, have helped to odd 
chapters of adventure to the life 
of one of Vancouver Is lan d 's true 
pioneer*. 

*" Mr. Lyon's opinion of the 
northlaod is contained in a few 
brief words: “It is my country, 
and I hive it. I have b r ought ap 
a family here, and they love it. 
And what is a home to ua is a 
home for hundreds of others, and 
the time is now at hand wkn g 
will be a home foe hundreds more. 
For we have hrtihra a-way into-* 
wilderness and have tamed Nature 
with our hands." 

Mr. Lyons says that he finds the 
climatic conditions of the place 
favorable for the toning of cattle, 
sheep and fowls. Hit sans 
Douglas. James. Robert and 
Alien have been active ta these 
various businesses Mr. Lyon also 
has three daughters who. with 
Mrs. Lyons attend to the domestic 
end of the household whose bust- 
nets interests extend widely over 
the Hardy Bay district.

MANURE
